I posted a reply on this subject to the Tempe site, but evidently there 
is not much overlap in readership, so I'll replicate my perspective - 
FWIW: 


Greg Gore wrote: 

> The bright knurled nut was meant to be threaded in place by hand to set the 

> depth and position of the switch or jack and that tightening was accomplished 
> from behind the front panel with a thin wrench. But not all radios are 
constructed 

> that way and different cabinet styles or designs prevent access to the 

> backside so your only choice is to grip the one in front. 

> Also getting some good tips from others having seen different 


> manufacturers of this type of tool in the past so perhaps something will turn 
> up in someone's toolbox that we can learn about. 


Greg points out some important aspects to this problem. First choice is 
to go behind the panel, if at all possible. If not, then the 
'success-oriented' method is what machinists call a collet. I employ a 
used 5C collet and hex shaped collet holder I bought at a tool sale - 
somewhat overkill, but perhaps a description of a Rolls Royce will help 
in selection of a more specialized tool. Machine collets are designed 
to accurately locate and place torque on even thin walled tubing, so 
that a minimum of distortion is present while machining to final size. 
They have three radial slits in them so that there are three 
semi-independent sections, and the sections depend on a tapered collar, 
called a collet chuck, to maintain cylindricity. As you pull the collet 
into the chuck, the slits permit the three sections to close in on one 
another, tightening up on the workpiece being gripped. The best are cam 
ground so that the centers of each 120 degree arc touch the work first, 
and then gradually the rest of each arc as the drawbar is tightened. 

The dimensional range of gripping power isn't much - collets normally 
come in 1/64" increments to avoid distorting the collet beyond its yield 
point, but if you aren't concerned with maintaining .0001" accuracy for 
its lifetime, you can generally pull it in a 32nd" from its design 

spec. Note that the size printed on the collet is in the relaxed 
position. Since mine only cost $3, I also annealed it in a friend's 
heat treating oven to remove the case hardening and internally knurled 
it an eighth of an inch from the throat to provide some teeth to engage 
the decorative nut, but that isn't essential. Greg's point about the 
paint is well taken. Best solution is to use a layer of mylar drafting 
film (with a clearance hole punched in it) between the collet mouth and 
panel to avoid slips, especially if no washer is present. The switch 
nuts are usually around .600", which means you'll need a 39/64" collet. 


If you absolutely xhavex to have one of these without pawing through 
your nearest used machine tool emporium, here's a couple of URLs that 
will lead you to what a new one looks like, as well as the collet chuck 
needed: http://www.mscdirect.com/browse.shtmli#sec10, enter part number 
09740390 for the collet at $6 and part number 09670126 for the Collet 
Block Chuck - about $18. You can probably beat these prices - this is 
just one of my regular tool suppliers. The hex shape is ideal for your 
hand, and you can exert a lot of force on a recalcitrant nut with it. 
These chucks are good for holding a lot of other kinds of things, by the 
way. If you have some other sized knurled nuts - for a phone jack, for 
instance - you aren't trapped into one size with this alternative. 


Haven't tried it, but Harbor Freight has an "emergency" 5C collet made 
from nylon at 

http: //www.harborfreight.com/cpi/taf/Displayitem. taf?itemnumber=34266. 
Name comes from the ability to cut whatever diameter you need in an 


emergency. You have to drill it out to the diameter you need (or more 
ideally, bore it out in a lathe.) Might eliminate the need for the 
mylar protector I normally use.

Well, lets see....... I have a '260 because having a '260 is 
required by law, no recount needed, if you have been in the comm biz for 
the last 37 years. I like my 260 which was $40 like new at a San Diego swap 
meet. It has been the gen'l purpose radio voltage checker, short finder, 
resistor measurer, house wiring checker for quite a while. 


Triplett 310??? I always wanted one but settled for a Sears 
cheapie that I carry in my riggers bag or pickup and use on stuff like 
finding a phase for an air conditioner at a rental property, doing car 
stuff, or dicking with a balky air compressor or dead electrics ona 
friend's fishing boat. Cheap, not pretty, but reliable. Perhaps the real 
work horse. 


The VOM that I used years ago in some nasty situations was the 
Navy PSM-4, again not pretty but bullet proof with very well thought out 
scales. I have several other Navy surplus VOMs specified in manuals from 
RAL to R-390A but the above are the ones I end up using. Sure, I have a 
couple Fluke and Beckmann DVMs and VTVMs for alignments but I use the VOMs 
a bunch.

Knurly doods; 


There have been those times when I could not get behind a panel to tighten 
the backing nut on switches mounted with knurled "dress" nuts. In some 
cases I was able to get good tightening of the backing nut by using a 
narrow chisel and small ball peen hammer. Dull chisels are preferred. 
Some knurl nuts ended up marked by the gripping of gas pliers, not too 
noticeable when I was lucky. Others got replaced by nice looking hex nuts. 

I have never seen any of the wrenches that are supposed to be available 
from Techni-Tool and others so I don't know what advantages or 
disadavantages they pose. My nutty idea is to fabricate a one-time use 
wrench by pressing a nut into a well drilled in a piece of dense wood, 
phenolic or other suitable plastic. Keep in mind that a good star washer 
is needed to keep things secure because the scant nut threads can't take a 
whole lot of torque. Just some thots.

Subject: Navy XARD RX?, touch of Midway radar 


Just read most of "Black Cat Raiders," a 1981 paperback on PBY5 
(& wheeled 5A) Catalinas. 


Use of PBYs in early Pacific days showed they assisted Marines going 
ashore @ Guadalcanal in 8/42 where a "hot, running 90mc (then 190mc 
uniquivocally) radar with bed-spring antenna" was found. Letter writer 
thought it was a surface-search set. Nippon production radar in 8/42, 
coulda knocked me over with a stick! 


Set was dismantled, taken to NRL, then a "passive" XARD rx was built to 
ferret other installations - & the names of the 6 men on the first ECM 
ferret team were given... the operated out of a B24. 


Wonder if "passive" meant tuned lines, xtal, headphones, yagi? 
That'd sure doit. 


Anyway AWA Chesson's Navy directory jumps from sorta common ASB to ASE & 
just says "radio receiver." Anyone ever see a ASD, much less the 
prototype XARD? Quite a personal discovery, this. 


Pounding Curtis-Wrights make much better copy than electric stuff as 
everyone here knows. So finding this I thot a miracle. 


I still think the 3 contacts with the Japanese Navy were SBD feats 
with ASB radars. (They found us by following our planes - we found them 
in battle cold tho incoming fleet-spotting was visual [see below]) 


Party line on ASB was contract let right after Pearl & 22 were built right 
off by RCA with all winding up in San Diego ~2/42 after half batch 
made stop in Norfolk, VA in Jan. Then info stops. 


Wm. Donzelli guessed British AS/V mighta been @ Midway (187 mc British VHF 
made here as ASE by WE/Philco in '42 [AWA Chesson] ) 


Well good guess - AS/V used with night flight of 4 PBYs to find supply 
convoy. A PBY w/o radar but with crappy Mk XIII torpedo threw it into 
side of 8000 ton tanker with a rare Mk XIII early success. Documented 


The then-new amphib PBY5As accidentally came in just after 1st IJIN 
navy visual sighting (23 PBY dispatched for it yet!!) & had armament 
slung aboard for quick dispatch. One PBY5A had an AS/V. 


Text of Nimitz’ commendation of crews in night flight was given & 
said procedure "a breakthrough" 


Also documented was AS/V was primative with one yagi & first put 
on Martin Mariners in Nova Scotia in 8/41. 


Guess there was just a B-scope & you steered plane for max signal. 

Tough assignment. Book said PBY5As 1st spotted 1-ship echo then 

flew on in night for a really big 10-ship echo. Suppose all you had was 
returned amplitude for a echo size-guess. 


Book subsequently points out "radar lobe switching" equipment used 
effectively in later convoy discovery - if ASV had one yagi, then mentioned 
"radar lobe switching" equipment must have been later been 

twin-yagi ASBs. 


So there's a working ASB tx (W2CQH) in these parts & still nothing to 
really support my Midway ASB guess. However Torpedo Squadron 8's (TBFs) 
Ensign Gay lived here & his surviving Navy pals may have info. 


Many TBFs & TBMs had ASB sets & were 1st installs.
